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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Marusawa et al. (US Patent No. 5,498,999 of record) in view of Krishnamurthy et 
al. (of record) for the reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/8/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Krishnamurthy (particularly Fig. 4) does not teach that the 
magnetic thin film is on the lower surface of the laminated body or that the yoke is 
disposed on the upper, lower, and side surfaces of the laminated body. 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. The present rejections refer to the 
Krishnamurthy reference regarding Fig. 4 as well as Col. 6 lines 32-37 which details Fig. 
2b (i.e. the obviousness rejections refer to Krishnamurthy for the of general teaching of 
having the yoke on the top, bottom and sides and thus the rejections are referencing 
more than just Fig. 4). The Krishnamurthy reference clearly teaches a yoke that is 
deposited over the entire surface such as shown in Fig. 2b (item 34) and Col. 6, lines 
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32-37. As can be seen in Fig. 2b, the yoke is clearly shown on the top, bottom and sides 
of the device (i.e. the yoke is surrounding the structure).
